Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  Fourth  Annual  Report. 

AREA. 

The  Area  of  the  District  is  99,333  acres. 

POPULATION. 

The  population,  according  to  the  Census  of  1911,  was 
8,545  and  upon  this  number  the  various  rates  are  calculated. 
The  population  of  the  various  sub-districts  is  given  in  the  Table 
on  Page  21  of  this  report. 


BIRTHS. 

The  Births  registered  in  the  District  during  1911  numbered 
188.  The  Birth  rate  calculated  on  the  present  estimated 
population  is  22  per  1,000  which  works  out  to  pretty  near  the 
average  for  the  last  five  years. 

DEATHS. 

The  Deaths  registered  in  the  district  during  1911  numbered 
106  which  gives  a death  rate  of  12  89.  After  correction  from 
information  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General,  the  number  of 
deaths  belonging  to  District  is  111  rate  per  1,000  being  12  9 
which  compares  favourably  with  the  rates  for  the  last  ten  years. 
The  number  of  deaths  occuring  in  infants  under  1 year  was  28 
equal  to  a death  rate  at  this  age  period  of  14  per  1,000  births. 
The  total  number  of  deaths  under  5 years  was  32  which  gives  a 
death  rate  at  this  age  period  of  3 7 per  1,000  of  the  population 
compared  with  3 1 per  1,000  in  1910. 
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DEATH  FROM  ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases  upon  which  the 
zymotic  death  rate  is  calculated  are  Enteric  Fever  (including 
continued  and  relapsing  Fever)  Small  Pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diph- 
theria (including  membranous  Croup)  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  and  Diarrhoea  (including  infant  deaths  from  Enteritis 
and  Gastritis. 

The  deaths  occurring  from  the  above  group  numbered  12 
viz.,  Enteric  Fever,  none  ; Small  Pox,  none  ; Scarlet  Fever, 
none  ; Diphtheria,  one  ; Measles,  none  ; Whooping  Cough,  three  ; 
Diarrhoea,  eight. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  numbered  11  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 


PHTHISIS. 

The  total  numbers  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  was  six,  the 
death  rate  being  -7  per  1,000  of  the  population,  exactly  the 
same  as  that  in  1910.  There  were  four  deaths  attributed  to 
other  tubercular  disease  as  compared  with  eleven  in  1910. 

DEATHS  FROM  DISEASES  OF  THE  RESPIRITORY 
ORGANS  EXCLUDING  PHTHISIS. 

Ten  Deaths  were  caused  by  diseases  of  this  class,  viz., 
Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  Pleurisy,  total  ten.  The  Respiritory 
death  rate  was  IT  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


NOTIFABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever,  and  Erysipelas 
occured  in  the  several  Sub-districts,  and  in  the  months  indicat- 
ed by  the  following  table : —

THE  DISTRICT. 


Physical  Features  : —

Social  Conditions  : —

Na  3 Sub-district.  Since  the  unfortunate  closing  of  the 

n nOD  Cl?  lery1  and  ^he  cessation  of  work  at  Barron  House 
Colliery  through  a strike  of  the  coal  miners.  Agriculture  forms 
the  principal  occupation  here. 


No.  4 Sub-district.  With  the  exception  of  perhaps  30  or 
40  workmen  engaged  in  coalmining  in  this  part  of  the  Union 
agriculture  forms  the  only  occupation  of  the  people. 

No.  5 Sub-district.  Agriculture  provided  the  whole  of  the 
occupation  in  this  part  of  the  Union. 


POOR  RELIEF. 

HALT  WHISTLE  UNION. 

No.  of  cases  of  Out-relief — 66. 

Upkeep  of  all  establishments,  payments  of  Officers  etc. 
incuis  a rate  of  less  than  4d.  in  the  £ per  annum. 

This  applies  to  outdoor  and  indoor  expenses. 
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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 
HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

In  No  1 Sub-district  the  dearth  of  cottage  houses  suitable 
for  working  men  is  very  marked. 

A large  portion  of  the  older  class  of  workmen’s  dwellings 
in  Haltwhistle  consist  of  kitchen  and  bedroom  and  perhaps  a 
small  scullery.  The  result  being  that  overcrowding  takes  place. 
Many  are  damp  and  ill-ventilated,  and,  as  the  latter  are  matters 
which  only  require  taking  in  hand  to  remedy  I would  urge  upon 
the  Council  the  necessity  of  calling  for  proper  drainage,  ventil- 
ation, the  removal  of  all  insanitary  privies  and  substitution  of 
waterclosets  and  the  cementing  out  of  all  back  yards  and  areas. 
The  building  trade  in  this  part  of  the  Union  is  in  anything  but 
a flourishing  condition  seeing  that  rents  are  abnormally  high 
and  cottages  so  difficult  to  procure. 

In  all  the  other  sub-districts  the  housing  accomodation  is 
. fairly  satisfactory  and  for  the  present  is  quite  equal  to  the 
purpose. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

No.  1 Sub-area  contirues  to  enjoy  an  abundant  supply  of 
pure  water  on  the  constant  system  and  direct  from  the  springs 
in  Coanwood,  no  storage  having  been  found  necessary  up  to 
the  present  time.  The  North  Side  water  scheme  still  continues 
to  give  full  satisfaction  and  has  proved  a great  boon  to  that 
part  of  the  district. 

No.  2 Sub-district.  This  sub-area  enjoys  a capital  supply, 
with  the  exception  of  some  few  outlying  places. 

» 

The  Melkridge  village  supply  continues  to  give  full  satis- 
faction, a constant  supply  of  pure  water  being  always  available. 

No.  3 Sub-district.  The  Gilsland  and  Longbyre  scheme  is 
still  working  well.  It  was  found  necessary  to  use  the  oil  engine 
for  pumping  purposes  during  the  dry  season,  owing  to  the  lack 
of  water  in  Poltross  for  driving  the  ram.  On  the  whole  this 
part  of  the  Union  is  well  supplied  with  pure  water. 
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No.  4 Sob-district.  This  part  of  the  Union  is  now  thinly 
populated,  and  is  abundantly  supplied  with  good  water  from 
wells  and  springs. 

No.  5 Sub-division.  Certain  farm  premises  experienced  a 
scarcity  of  water  during  the  dry  season,  water  being  to  cart  for 
several  weeks.  The  village  of  Rowfoot  and  Park  Village  also 
still  remain  in  need  of  attention,  and  no  doubt  the  Council  will 
consider  the  question  as  to  whether  the  cases  named  would 
warrant  the  necessary  outlay  to  remedy. 

In  regard  to  contamination  of  dip  wells,  the  Inspector  has 
been  paying  attention  to  several  which  he  found  defective  and 
had  them  remedied. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  is,  at  the  present  time 
engaging  the  attention  of  the  Council,  and  notices  are  being 
served  on  the  owners  guilty  of  polluting  to  provide  a satisfac- 
tory system  of  drainage. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

DISPOSAL. 

In  Sub-district  No.  1 a water  borne  system  of  sewerage 
has  existed  for  a long  time,  the  method  adopted  being  draining 
to  cesspools  and  irrigating  over  land. 

At  the  present  time  the  Civil  Engineer  and  Council  has 
instructions  to  prepare  an  amended  scheme  to  further  treat  the 
sewage  and  also  to  more  effectually  sewer  the  lower  portion  of 
the  town.  When  this  is  completed  I have  no  doubt  but  that  a 
capital  system  will  be  the  result.  All  water  and  roof  water  is 
delivered  through  gully  traps  and  conveyed  to  the  sewers  which 
are  flushed  weekly  and  also  in  several  cases  daily  by  automatic 
flushing  apparatus. 

No.  2 Sub-district.  The  Melkridge  system  of  sewerage 
continues  to  give  satisfaction  and  with  the  exception  of  four 
cottages  the  whole  village  is  now  connected  to  the  main. 

No.  3 Sub-district.  The  system  of  sewerage  at  Gilsland 
continues  satisfactory.  Greenhead  and  Longbyre  continue  as 
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before.  The  Council  considering  that  under  the  existing  un- 
certainty of  the  trade  of  the  district  it  would  be  unwise  at  the 
present  time  to  enter  into  any  large  expenditure  of  public  money. 

No.  4 and  5 Sub-district  being  almost  purely  agricultural 
with  the  exception  of  Rowfoot  and  Park  Village  no  special 
system  of  sewerage  exists,  each  dwelling  having  a separate  cess- 
pool to  which  to  drain  to  and  which  up  to  the  present  time  is 
fairly  satisfactory. 

CLOSET  ACCOMODATION. 

No.  1 Sub-district.  Approximately  I estimate  that  450 
water  closets,  100  dry  earth  closets  and  50  privy  middens 
exist  in  this  Sub-district.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  deal  with 
the  latter  as  opportunities  offer.  Wash  down  closets  with 
separate  flushing  tanks  are  insisted  on  in  all  new  buildings  in 
this  Sub-area. 

Nos.  2,  4 and  5 are  all  or  nearly  all  dry  earth  closets  or 
privies,  whilst  in  No.  3 Sub-district  all  are  dry  earth  or  privy 
closets  with  the  exception  of  Gilsland  where  perhaps  40  water 
closets  exist  and  these  are  increasing  in  number  since  the  new 
sewer  was  laid. 

THE  REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 
SCAVENGING. 

No.  1 Sub-district.  Cleaning  of  earth  closets,  privies, 
and  ashpits  is  let  by  contract  and  is  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  refuse  is  carted  to  the  tips  specially 
provided  for  by  the  Council.  One  tip  in  the  west  end  of  the 
town  specially  provided  for  refuse  other  than  earth  closets,  or 
privies  and  another  south  east  of  the  town  for  all  kinds  of 
refuse. 

It  is  carted  away  in  open  carts  in  the  day  time,  and 
throughout  this  last  year  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

In  Sub-districts  Nos.  2,  3,  4 and  5 the  work  of  cleaning  is 
carried  out  by  each  individual  householder,  and  no  serious 
touble  had  arisen  in  regard  to  cleanliness  during  the  past  years.

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 


This  is  a Rural  District,  and  no  Urban  Powers  obtain  to 
deal  with  these. 

In  No.  1 Sub-district  three  slaughter  houses  exist  each 
kept  in  good  condition  and  no  ground  for  complaint  has  arisen 
during  the  past  year. 

In  Nos,  2,  3,  4 and  5 ample  provisions  for  slaughtering  is 
available,  and  all  regulations  are  carried  out. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

Two  common  lodging  houses  exist  in  the  Union,  and  both 
are  situate  in  No.  1 District.  The  Inspector  or  myself  pay 
periodical  visits  (monthly).  Both  houses  are  well  kept  and 
sanitary  conditions  strictly  observed.  Any  defect  when  verbally 
notified  has  at  once  been  remedied. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

No  trades  of  this  description  exist  in  this  Union. 

SCHOOLS. 

Thirteen  Elementary  Schools  exist  in  the  Union  all  in 
good  sanitary  condition. 

Defects  found  by  the  Inspector  in  one  in  No.  5 Sub-district 
were  remedied  upon  verbal  complaint. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  milk  supply  to  No.  I.  Sub-district  I should  consider 
second  to  none,  though  I strongly  advocate  periodical  veterinary 
inspection  and  an  occasional  analysis.

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No.  1 SUB-DISTRICT. 

With  the  exceptions  of  the  older  class  of  property  named 
on  page  10  of  my  report  the  class  of  houses  in  sub-district  No. 
1 is  very  suitable  for  Artizans  though  perhaps  houses  capable  of 
being  let  at  a somewhat  smaller  rent,  would  better  meet  the 
wants  of  the  labouring  classes. 

That  over-crowding  exists  to  some  extent  I have  already 
said  though  not  to  any  alarming  extent,  and  the  more  flagrant 
cases  the  Council  are  now  dealing  with.  In  regard  to  nearly 
all  the  property,  old  or  new,  little  fault  can  be  found  in  regard 
to  open  space.  The  surroundings  are  fairly  satisfactory,  though 
an  isolated  case  here  and  there  requires  dealing  with. 

The  supervision  of  erection  of  new  houses  is  carried  out  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  Council’s  Byelaws  are  strictly 
enforced. 


IMPROVEMENTS  EFFECTED. 

HOUSING. 

Thirty  two  dwelling  houses  have  been  erected  in  No.  1 
Sub-district  during  the  past  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

About  260  yards  of  3"  water  main  has  been  laid  in  No.  1 
District  during  the  past  year.  In  No.  5 Sub-district  an  im- 
proved supply  b^s  been  provided  to  Shaw  Farm,  Ridley  and 
others  are  in  contemplation. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

As  I have  already  said,  steps  are  being  taken  by  the 
Council  to  deal  with  matters  of  pollution  of  the  river  South 
Tyne  and  its  tributaries,  on  the  lines  recommended  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  extension  and  re-modelling  of  the  sewerage  system  in 
No.  1 Sub-district,  as  I have  already  named,  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  Engineer  at  the  present  time,  and  when  carried  out  will 
considerably  help  the  carrying  out  of  improvements  at  the  lower 
part  of  the  town. 
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Most  of  the  connections  have  now  been  made  to  the  sewer 
at  Melkridge  in  No.  2 Sub-district  and  the  result  is  a marked 
improvement. 

In  No.  3 Sub-District  as  I have  before  said,  the  Council 
are  awaiting  developments  of  the  trade  of  the  district,  before 
entering  into  any  large  expenditure  of  money  at  Longbyre  or 
Greenhead. 

Should  the  Byron  House  Colliery  commence  again,  they 
are  quite  prepared  to  carry  out  a system  of  sewerage  suitable 
for  the  district,  but  at  the  present  time  the  population  is 
gradually  decreasing. 

Sub-districts  No.  4 & 5.  These  being  principally  agricult- 
ural the  system  of  drainage  is  to  cesspools  constructed  in  the 
meadows  and  in  some  cases  in  gardens. 

SANITARY  ACCOMODATION. 

Six  privies  have  been  converted  into  water  closets  in  No.  1 
Sub-district  during  the  past  year. 

Several  insanitary  ashpits  have  been  re-modelled,  others 
have  been  dispensed  with  altogether,  and  asbbins  substituted. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse,  as  previously  said,  is  let  by 
contract  and  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  During  the  past  year  the  work  has  been 
carried  out  in  a very  satisfactory  manner. 

The  removal  of  shop  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  owners 
privately. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

Two  Common  Lodging  Houses  exist  in  No.  1 Sub-district 
and  have  up  to  the  present  time,  fully  met  the  requirements  of 
the  district  in  regard  to  accomodation.  They  are  both  kept  in 
fairly  sanitary  condition  and  any  defects  found  have  been  readily 
remedied  upon  attention  being  drawn  to  them. 
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STREETS  AND  ROADS. 

The  making  up  of  certain  streets  in  No.  1 Sub-District  has 
been  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Council  during  the  past  year. 

A short  length  has  been  made  up  in  Millfield , those  in 
Crossfield  and  Ashcroft  Terrace  are  still  in  abeyance,  pending 
further  negotiations  with  the  owners. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

No  public  slaughter  houses  exist  in  the  district,  three 
private  ones  exist  in  No.  1 Sub-district.  Though  care  is 
exercised  by  the  owners  to  keep  the  premises  in  a sanitary  state 
the  conditions  obtaining  in  two  of  the  cases  require  consider- 
ation. 


COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

Twenty  two  milk-sellers  are  on  the  Register.  All  the 
Cowsheds  are  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition,  being  out  in  the 
country,  the  cattle  are  allowed  to  go  out,  more  or  less,  all  the 
year  round. 

No  Milkshops  exist,  all  milk  being  supplied  direct  to 
consumers. 


DISINFECTION. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  authority  after  all  cases 
of  infectious  disease,  unless  we  are  satisfied  that  such  has  been 
properly  carried  out  by  the  householder. 

Also  in  cases  of  Phthisis  and  other  cases  of  infectious 
disease  non-notifiable. 

We  have  no  steam  disinfector. 

Paraform  Lamps  and  Spray  Pump  being  the  only  apparatus 
found  necessary. 


INFANT  MORTALITY. 

No  Health  Visitor  has  been  specially  appointed  but  the 
District  Nurses  do  much  good  unofficially  on  their  rounds  in 
advising  the  mothers  as  to  feeding,  cleanliness,  and  general 
sanitary  matters. 
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HOSPITAL. 

There  is  no  Hospital  in  the  district,  but  the  question  of  an 
Isolation  Hospital  is  being  faced.  The  Council  do  not  feel 
justified  in  advising  an  unnecessary  expenditure  at  present  on 
such  buildings,  owing  to  the  uncertainty  relating  to  the  future 
working  of  Collieries  in  the  district,  two  Collieries  having  been 
recently  closed  one  of  them  permanently. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

No  Sanitorium  exists  in  this  district.
